AGREEMENT FOR PRETRIAL DIVERSION MiM^vwiAYEnwHiTTiNaTOS 

You are charged wMi having committed an offense agaiast tiie United States from on or 
about December 8. 2000 through on or about January 1 G^ 2006 and continuing, in violation of 
Title 1 Sj United States Code, Section 371^ in that you are alleged to have knowingly and \viljfiilly 
altered an agreem^it to deftaM the United States and to c^ 

States in relation to a FEGLi Designation of Beneficiary form purportedly signed by Vester R* 
Mayo, 

It also appears that you are reported to have committed a violation of Title 1 8, United 
States Code, Section 10 1 8, by signing that document as a witness to Vester R. Mayors signature. 

By this agreement, you stipulate and agree that between in or about Api H IQ!?^' and oh or i^^ 
about January 12, 2001, in the District of Columbia aod elsewhere^ being authDrized by Section 
8705(a) of Title 5 of the United States Code to m^^ and give a certificate and other writingj you 
did knowingly make ^nd deliver as true a writing containing a st^emerit which you knew to be 
felse; that is, you signed as a witness to the signature of Vester S- N&yo, the insured, when you 
knew that Ms. Mayo had not, in feet, signed the Beneficiary Form. 

Upon accepting responsibiBty for your behavior and by your sigmture on this Agreemaat^ 
it appearipg, after ah investigation of the offense, and your background^ that the interest of the 
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United States aiKi your own interest and the interest of justice wiH be served by tbe Ibllowkg 
procedure; therefore: 

On the authority of the Attorney General of the United States^ by Brenda K. Morris, 
Acting Chie^ Public Integrity Section^ United States Department of Justice, prosecution in this 
District for this offense shall be deferred for the period of 6 months from this date, provided you 
abide by the following conditions and the requirements of this Agreement set out below. 

Should yo^ violate the conditions of this Agreement, the Public Integrity Section may 
revoke or modify any conditions of this pretrial diversion program or change tf^ period of 
supervision, which shall in no case exceed eighteen months. Tlae PubKc Integrity Section may 
release you from supervision at any time. Hie Public Integrity Section may at any time within the 
p^od of your supervision initiate prosecution for this oflfense should you violate the conditions of 
thfe Agreement. In this case^ the Public Integrity Section wiU ftimish you with notice specifying 
the conditions of the Agreement which you have violated- 

After succ^sfiiHy completing your diversion program at^ folfflling all the terms and 
conditions of the Agreement, no prosecution &r the offenses set out on p^e 1 of this Agreement 
will be mstituted in this I^strict, and the charges against you, if any, will be dismissed. 

Neither this Agreement nor any other docxmient filed with the Public Integrity Section as a 
result of your participation in the Pretrial Diversion Program will be used against you, except for 
inq)eachment purposes, in a>nnection with any prosecution for the above-desmbed offense. 

General Conditioiis of Pretrial Diversion 

You shall jQot viokte any kw (Federal/State/Locai)- You shall immedktely contact your 
pretrial diversion sroervisor ff arrested and/or questioned by any kw en&rceinent officer. 
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You^i^ report to y<m supervisor as directed m^ keep him/her infonned of yora 
whereaixjuts. 

You shall foUow the pro©:am aud such special conditions as n^y be descrfced below. 
Special GonditioM of Pretrial Diversion 

You sl^ provide conq)lete afid trmhM cooperation to the Public Integrity Section in its 
investigation aaad trial of the matter United States of A merica v: Peter R- Turner^ et al.. Case No. 
O6-0r-O26 (CKK). This cooperation shall include, but is not limited to (a) attending debriefing 
sessioEis in preparation for providing testimony as may be requested by the United States and 
(b) providii^ truthM testimony in the aboye-captioned proceedings if requested by the United 
States. 

Additional Waivers 

1 assert and certify that I am aware of the feet that the Sixth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States provides that in all criminal prosecutions the accused shall enjoy 
the right to a speedy and public triai I also am aware that Rule 48(b) of the Federal Rules of 
Criminal Procedure provides that the Court may dismiss an indictment, infoxm^ion, or con^plaint 
ferunnecesfi^ delay in presenting a charge to the Grand Jury, filing an information, or ni 
hpn^n^ a defendant to trial, I hereby request the Public Integrity Section defer such prosecution. 
I agree and consent that any deky from the date of this Agreement to the date of initiation of 
j^osecution, as provided for in the terms expressed herein, shall be deemed to be a necessary 
delay at my request^ and I waive any defense to such prosecution on the ground that such delay 
operated to deny my rights tmder Rule 48(b) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure and the 
Sixth Amendment to the Constitution of tiie United States to a spe^y trial or to bar the 
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prosecutioB by reason of the nmnmg elf tl^ statute QflM^ of montihs equal to 

lie period of this agreement I further agree that I waive any defense based on the runnmg pf the 
statute of linHtatipns to the dismissal of the original indictment charging me wfth a violation of 18 
U-S.C§ 371, and the fifing of an infonnation 1018 

(False Writing). 

I hereby state that the above has been read and e^qjlained to me. I understand the 
conditions of mgf pretrial diversion program and agree that I will con^^ly with them.
